We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1997  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general 
purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's 
management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general 
purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are 
free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test 
basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial 
statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles 
used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as 
evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our 
audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not 
include  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  which  should  be  included  in 
order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  As  is  the 
case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town 
of  Boscawen  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets. 
The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account 
group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the 
omission  described  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material 
respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen,  as  of  December 
31,  1997,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows  of  its 
nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen  taken  as  a  whole. 
The  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  listed  as  schedules 
in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis 
and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Boscawen.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the 
auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in 
relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  CLERK 

1998  was  a  very  busy  year,  with  the  workload  considerably  heavier  than 
last  year. 

More  people  are  taking  advantage  of  the  convenience  of  "one  stop 
shopping"  and  completing  everything  at  the  Town  level.  The  $2.00  Agent 
Fees  have  increased  15%  from  last  year. 

Approximately  65%  of  the  registrations  are  now  completed  at  our  Town 
Office.  A  considerable  part  of  the  other  35%  are  fleets  that  cannot  be 
completed  at  the  Town  level  because  of  the  vehicle  weight.  These  must  be 
done  at  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  in  Concord. 

Death  and  birth  statistics  have  remained  approximately  the  same  as  last 
year,  however,  marriages  have  increased  by  61%. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Veteran's  Cemetery,  my  office  has  the  added 
responsibility  for  the  filing  and  storage  of  these  burial  permits. 

The  dog  population  is  around  500,  which  makes  for  a  very  hectic  April. 
(Dogs  must  be  licensed  by  April  30"^.) 

This  was  a  busy  year  for  elections  with  three  to  organize  and  manage, 
which  were:  the  Town  Elections  in  March,  the  State  Primary  in  September 
and  the  General  Election  in  November. 

NOTE:  The  Town  Clerk's  office  is  open  more  hours  than  most  towns  our 
size,  however,  this  is  a  part  time  position  and  I  realize  that  the  hours  are 
not  always  convenient  for  some  people.  If  you  have  a  problem  getting  to 
the  office  during  my  hours,  please  call  me  during  my  normal  office  hours 
and  perhaps  other  arrangements  can  be  made.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

Where  we've  been  and  where  we're  going  on  major  issues.  This  past 
year  has  been  extremely  busy.  Our  major  project  was  the  final  closing  of 
two  Town  landfills:  Corn  Hill  Road  and  the  old  open  face/hide  dump  on 
Weir  Road.  This  was  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  Town,  State  (DES) 
and  the  Federal  Government  (EPA).  The  project  was  completed  in  early 
December,  1998.  By  law,  we  will  have  to  continue  monitoring  test  wells  for 
the  next  few  years  and  there  are  a  few  small  tidy-up  tasks  to  be  completed 
this  coming  spring.  Funds  were  saved  when  our  Town  Public  Works 
Department  completed  restoration  of  the  Weir  Road  Landfill  instead  of 
going  out  to  contract.  The  up  side  of  the  story  is  we  came  in  under  contract 
and  saved  the  Town  some  money.  The  down  side  is  we  have  to  make  our 
first  bond  payment  this  coming  December,  1999.  This  payment  makes  up 
almost  2/3rds  of  this  year's  budget  increase. 

Even  with  the  workload  at  the  landfills,  our  Public  Works  Crew  managed 
to  handle  and  repair  the  many  road  washouts  and  erosion  problems  that 
occurred  during  the  heavy  rains  we  experienced  this  past  year.  They  also 
completed  resurfacing  a  2  mile  section  of  lower  Queen  Street  and  plans 
are  to  complete  the  upper  section  this  year  and  then  move  on  to  Corn  Hill 
Road,  then  North  Water  Street  and  Raymond  Road.  With  the  small  Public 
Works  Crew  we  have  they  do  a  fine  job  and  earn  their  keep. 

In  early  1998,  the  Selectmen  requested  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal 
Association  to  review  salary  schedules  for  our  Town  employees.  This 
request  was  generated  because  of  concern  over  widening  salary  gaps, 
especially  in  our  Police  Department,  and  in  the  Town  work  force  in  general; 
salaries  had  not  been  reviewed  for  almost  four  years.  As  a  basis  for  their 
findings  to  determine  "fair  market  value"  for  the  various  employee 
positions,  the  Association  used  ten  sample  towns  similar  to  Boscawen.  The 
report  was  received  in  late  fall  and  indicated  not  only  a  disparity  in  our 
Police  Department  but  also  in  key  administrative  positions  and  we  were 
falling  behind  in  overall  pay  levels.  Based  on  the  new  wage  schedule 
information  and  'lair  market  value",  the  Selectmen  met  with  our  three 
Department  Heads  (Police,  Public  Works,  and  Administrative)  and  the 
Budget  Committee  to  firm  up  a  new  salary  schedule.  Agreement  was 
accomplished  and  the  increase  in  funding  is  reflected  in  this  year's  budget. 
The  majority  of  salary  increase  is  going  to  our  Police  Department  because 
that  is  where  the  greatest  overall  disparity  was  on  an  individual  position 
basis.  It  is  important  that  we  keep  the  Town  on  a  competitive  salary  level  to 
minimize  rotation  out  to  higher  paying  positions  and  also,  if  we  do  have  a 
vacancy,  our  salaries  will  be  competitive  enough  to  attract  qualified 
applicants.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  fine  work  force,  and  an  excellent 
Police  Department.  This  is  to  the  benefit  of  all  town  residents  and  it  is 
especially  hard  to  lose  a  police  officer  or  employee  that  has  been  trained 
by  the  Town. 
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By  the  time  you  read  this  brief,  the  Town  will  be  the  owners  of  the  Main 
Street  (Penacook  Academy)  school.  There  is  still  some  legal  work  to  be 
accomplished  but  in  general  the  school  will  be  in  ownership  of  the  Town.  It 
has  taken  a  long  time  to  get  to  this  point.  Heirs  to  the  property  had  to  be 
found,  agreement  on  transfer  of  the  property  had  to  be  developed,  school 
district  legalities  had  to  be  met  and  the  list  goes  on  and  on.  But  we  think 
we  are  there  and  our  general  desire  is  to  move  all  Town  functions  to  that 
location  and  centralize  our  Town  Offices.  Future  uses  of  the  present  Town 
Office  have  not  been  determined,  possibly  to  include  Police  Department 
expansion  and  other  public  safety  needs.  We  have  an  architectural  firm 
(presently  at  little  cost  to  the  Town)  looking  at  renovations,  uses,  grants 
and  possible  paying  occupants  for  the  new  section  of  the  school.  The 
general  idea  is  to  explore  all  possibilities  for  use  of  grants  and  lease 
occupancy  to  keep  the  cost  to  the  Town  at  a  minimum.  The  land  on  the 
Academy  Street  side  of  the  school  will  also  provide  needed  space  for  a 
recreation  area  in  that  locale.  We  still  have  a  long  way  to  go,  there  are  still 
many  questions  to  be  answered,  but  if  you've  visited  the  present  Town 
Office  there  is  no  denying  we  need  office  space.  The  "old  school"  is  a  fitting 
place  for  the  town  functions  to  move  to,  preserve  the  property  and  is  well 
located  for  that  purpose. 

On  the  lighter  side  and  last  but  not  least,  the  Selectmen  would  like  to 
reach  out  and  thank  all  the  Volunteers  in  town  serving  on  the  many  Boards 
and  Committees.  Time  is  important  and  without  volunteer  help,  town 
functions  would  be  more  difficult.  There  are  also  occasional  openings  on 
these  Boards  and  Committees  and  if  you  are  a  resident  of  Boscawen  and 
would  like  to  serve  on  a  Board  or  Committee,  let  one  of  us  know.  Forms  to 
volunteer  your  services  and  enthusiasm  are  available  at  the  Town  Office 
and  will  also  be  available  at  the  polls. 

After  many  years  of  "volunteering"  his  services  to  the  Town,  Doug  Supry 
has  decided  that  15  years  (over  one  quarter  of  his  life)  is  enough  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  His  enthusiasm,  thoroughness, 
knowledge  and  dedication  has  been  a  tremendous  asset  to  our  Town.  He 
will  be  missed  on  the  Board,  but  will  remain  active  in  other  ways  and 
continue  to  serve  the  community.  Thank  you,  Doug  and  thank  you  Leda, 
for  sharing,  sometimes  an  unequal  sharing,  Doug's  time  and  concerns.

This  year  the  Police  Department  saw  yet  another  loss  of  one  of  its  full- 
time  officers  with  the  resignation  of  Officer  Scott  Leppard.  Officer  Leppard 
left  to  take  employment  with  the  Town  of  Warner  as  a  full  time  police 
officer.  Officer  Sean  Sweeney  of  Boscawen  replaced  Scott.  After  a 
lengthy  hiring  process  was  conducted  Officer  Sweeney  finished  number 
one  and  was  offered  the  job.  Officer  Sweeney  is  currently  at  the  New 
Hampshire  Police  Academy  in  Concord  for  12  weeks  of  training. 

This  past  year  the  Police  Department  saw  a  drastic  increase  in  the 
amount  of  adult  criminal  arrests  increasing  over  last  year  by  72.  This  type 
of  activity  is  directly  related  to  my  policy  of  asking  my  officers  to  be 
aggressive  in  the  enforcement  of  motor  vehicle  laws,  and  to  be  pro-active 
when  on  patrol.  This  type  of  mind  set  has  acted  as  a  deterrent  to  crime  as 
well  as  to  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  reportable  motor  vehicle  accidents 
that  have  occurred  within  the  Town  over  the  last  few  years.  Since 
implementing  this  type  of  program  we  have  seen  the  following  results.  In 
1996  we  had  20  reported  burglaries  and  in  1998  we  had  only  eight.  In 
1996  we  responded  to  81  reportable  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  in  1998 
we  responded  to  50.  This  is  something  that  I  am  very  proud  of  considering 
the  increase  in  traffic  in  town  over  the  last  few  years. 

The  Police  Department  continued  with  its  community  policing  over  the 
course  of  1998  by  continuing  the  following  programs: 

The  D.A.R.E.  program,  which  the  Police  Department  through  Sgt. 
Shephard  teaches  to  grades  1-5.     He  is  able  to  accomplish  this  by 
spending  every  Tuesday  at  the  school. 
Hosting  teen  dances  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Hosting  a  haunted  hayride  on  Halloween,  which  this  year  brought  a 
record  crowd  and  the  proceeds  were  donated  to  the  Rape  and 
Domestic  Violence  Center  in  Concord. 
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The  Christmas  Craft  Dance  where  children  K-5  are  invited  to  attend  a 
function  allowing  them  to  make  crafts  for  their  Christmas  tree  and  gifts 
for  their  parents. 

The  Toys  for  Tots  Program  where  we  were  able  to  make  79  children's 
Christmases  a  little  bit  merrier  by  supplying  them  with  gifts.  This  was  a 
record  amount  of  children  this  year. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  each  and  every  one,  including  my  staff,  that 
assisted  my  department  or  me  in  any  capacity  this  past  year.  As  I 
previously  mentioned,  we  handled  events  this  year  that  we  saw  record 
numbers  at.  If  not  for  all  the  assistance  we  received  from  everyone,  it 
would  not  have  been  possible.  Please  keep  in  mind  that  we  our  your 
police  department  and  are  here  to  help  you.  Whatever  the  problem,  don't 
hesitate  to  call.

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REPORT  OF  BOSCAWEN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

1998  showed  a  slight  decline  in  calls  down  from  156  to  149.  Again  our 
largest  number  of  alarms  were  for  auto  accidents  and  mutual  aids  to  other 
towns.  We  did  not  have  any  major  fires  in  Boscawen  this  year,  which  is  a 
credit  to  everyone's  concern  for  fire  safety. 

We  have  a  capital  reserve  fund  established  currently  of  $20,000  per  year 
that  will  total  $80,000  if  passed  this  year.  Figuring  today's  costs  of 
replacement  to  be  about  $240,000,  it  might  be  wise  to  start  putting  $30,000 
annually  in  this  fund.  In  five  years  we  will  have  $230,000  which  will  make 
the  purchase  a  lot  less  painful. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  the  employers  that 
continue  to  let  their  employee/firefighters  be  able  to  respond  to  emergency 
situations  in  our  town. 

Also  I  would  like  to  thank  the  officers,  firefighters,  ladies  auxiliary, 
highway  department,  police  department  and  everyone  else  who  helps  to 
make  my  job  easier.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest 
Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a 
permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Violations  of  RSA 
227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a 
year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are 
available  to  assist  communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and 
training  programs  as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber 
harvest  laws.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber 
harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2,400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens 
throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several 
Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  Early  in  1998  we 
experienced  an  ice  storm,  which  caused  severe  damage  to  forests  of  New 
Hampshire.  This  damage  created  a  greater  potential  fire  hazard  as  well  as 
safety  hazards  to  many  areas  of  the  state.  Your  local  Fire  Warden  and 
Forest  Rangers  need  your  assistance  in  preventing  wildfires  in  these  hard 
hit  areas  and  throughout  the  State.  If  you  need  assistance  or  information 
dealing  with  ice  damaged  woodlands,  please  call  1-800-444-8978. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols 
and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from 
citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.  This  is  a 
critical  factor  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of 
property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

We  are  happy  to  report  to  all  member  communities  that  1998  marked  the 
ninth  complete  year  of  successful  operations.  Some  items  that  may  be  of 
interest  follow: 
♦The  1999  Budget  reflects  a  reduction  in  the  tipping  fee  to  $36.50  per  ton. 

This  is  the  fifth  consecutive  year  the  Cooperative  has  been  able  to  either 

lower  or  maintain  the  tipping  fee. 
♦The  waste  delivered  to  the  Wheelabrator  facility  this  year  was  128,017 

tons.  That  represents  an  increase  of  8,076  tons  over  1997,  or  6.7% 

increase.  The  amount  of  trash  delivered  continues  to  rise  as  predicted. 
♦A  total  of  64,525  tons  of  ash  were  disposed  of  at  the  Franklin  ash 

monofill.  Things  continue  to  operate  well  at  the  ashfill.  Phase  III  Stage  II 

is  being  filled  at  this  time.  The  most  recent  expansion  (1996)  will  provide 

disposal  capacity  for  the  next  seven  years. 
♦The  Cooperative  has  completed  negotiations  with  Wheelabrator  for  the 

emissions  retrofit.  This  retrofit  must  be  completed  by  January  2001  to 

meet  EPA  and  DES  regulations. 
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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 

In  1998  there  were  calls.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  to  inquire  into 
concerns  of  health  issues  relative  to  RSA  163-B:3  Unlawful  Activities.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  dump,  deposit,  throw  or 
leave,  or  to  cause  or  permit  the  dumping,  depositing,  placing,  throwing  or 
leaving  of  litter  on  any  public  or  private  property  in  this  state,  or  in  or  on  ice 
or  in  any  waters  in  this  state. 

Spring  is  just  around  the  corner  -  Tick  Alert!!  Watch  ticks  at  the  edge  of 
woods,  stone  walls,  thickly  overgrown  gardens,  wooded  trails,  woodpiles, 
brush  piles  and  deer  habitats.  Lawns  and  gardens  with  high  grass  should 
be  mowed  regularly,  move  bird  feeders  away  from  rodent  habitats,  wear 
light  colored  long  pants  tucked  into  socks,  boots  or  high-top  shoes  in 
suspect  areas.  Check  your  family  pets  and  your  yourself  for  ticks  when 
coming  indoors  and  when  showering. 

Rabies  Alert!!  Please  be  on  the  look  out  for  sick  animals.  There  are  a  few 
out  there.

REPORT  OF  HUMAN  SERVICE  OFFICER 

The  Boscawen  Welfare  Department  spent  $22,147.33  during  1998  -  an 
increase  of  nearly  $5,000  over  last  year's  figures  of  $17,261.04.  We  were 
still  able  to  stay  within  our  budget  as  we  anticipated  there  would  be  more 
need  for  assistance  and  budgeted  accordingly.  We  helped  77  families  this 
year  -  and  these  are  our  figures: 
Applications 

60  Rent  $12,735 

35  Utilities  4,872 

73  Food  2,529 

15  Medications  1,570 

9  Miscellaneous  441 

192  $22,147 

Rent  continues  to  be  the  most  need  as  clients  are  threatened  with 
eviction  if  rent  isn't  paid  a  month  in  advance.  Then  there  is  a  late  fee  and  a 
sheriff's  fee  to  deliver  the  eviction  notice  and  finally,  a  court  fee  if  the  case 
is  taken  to  court.  All  this  is  added  to  the  client's  rent.  We  badly  need  low- 
income  rentals  for  clients  who  are  unable  to  pay  their  rent  because  their 
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income  cannot  handle  the  rent  they  have  to  pay.  We  have  advised  some  of 
our  people  to  apply  for  Section  8  Housing,  but  there  is  such  a  long  waiting 
list,  it's  hard  to  get  this  help. 

Then  comes  utilities  and  clients  are  threatened  to  have  their  electricity 
shut  off  if  their  bill  isn't  paid  by  a  certain  date.  With  some  apartments  being 
heated  by  electricity,  this  makes  it  hard  for  low-income  families  to  keep  up 
with  these  bills.  There  were  58  Boscawen  families  who  applied  for  the  Fuel 
Assistance  Program  this  year  and  was  a  tremendous  help  in  paying  fuel 
bills  -  gas,  oil  and  kerosene  -  and  electricity  if  the  apartment  is  heated  by 
electricity.  We  heard  at  a  recent  meeting  that  there  will  be  an  Electric 
Assistance  Program  offered  by  the  Community  Action  Program.  There  is 
still  time  to  apply  for  Fuel  Assistance  in  1999  -  so  if  you  need  this 
assistance,  please  call  CAP  to  set  up  an  appointment  to  apply  at  225- 
6880. 

Some  of  our  clients  have  reimbursed  our  town  for  the  assistance  we 
have  given  them.  This  year  it  amounted  to  $3,166.90.  We  appreciate  this 
very  much  as  it  gives  us  more  funds  to  help  someone  else. 

Our  food  figure  would  be  much  higher  if  we  didn't  receive  so  much  free 
food  from  the  Capitol  Region  Food  Program.  We  were  also  given  generous 
donations  of  $1,200  to  be  used  in  our  food  pantry  for  needy  families.  We 
are  most  grateful  for  these  anonymous  donations  which  gives  us  funds  to 
buy  an  assortment  of  meats  and  fresh  vegetables  for  our  pantry. 

The  Capitol  Region  Food  Program  benefits  our  people  all  year  long.  We 
think  of  this  program  mostly  at  Christmas  time  when  so  many  of  our 
families  -  more  than  80  in  1998  -  receive  bountiful  boxes  of  food  for  their 
Christmas  dinners.  Each  month  we  receive  a  big  order  of  canned  fruits 
and  vegetables,  hash  and  beef  stew,  tuna  and  cereals  for  our  food  pantry 
at  the  Selectmen's  office.  Some  of  our  people  volunteer  their  time  and  food 
preparing  suppers  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  from  4:30-5:30 
at  the  United  Church  of  Penacook.  These  are  free  suppers  and  any  needy 
family  is  welcome. 

The  Boscawen  Congregational  Church  has  a  food  pantry,  clothing  pantry 
and  medical  equipment  for  the  needy.  They  are  open  each  Wednesday 
from  3:00  to  6:00.  The  Immaculate  Conception  Church  has  a  food  pantry, 
and  they  are  open  each  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday  mornings  from 
9:00  to  10:00.  The  United  Church  of  Penacook's  Food  Pantry  is  open 
Tuesday  mornings  from  9:30  to  11:30.  All  these  churches  and  many 
organizations  and  clubs  give  food  to  needy  families  at  Thanksgiving  time. 
The  Windmill  Restaurant  on  Loudon  Road  in  Concord  is  open  all 
Thanksgiving  Day  serving  free  dinners  to  needy  families. 

The  Community  Action  Program  -  CAP,  continues  to  help  many  of  our 
Boscawen  families.  They  are  located  at  1  Tremont  Street  in  Concord  and 
provide  outreach  to  the  homebound,  assistance  and  services  to  low 
income,  handicapped  and  elderly  people.  If  anyone  is  in  need  of  such 
services,  please  call  their  office  at  225-6880  to  make  an  appointment  to 
talk  with  someone  there.  This  program  helped  319  Boscawen  families  for  a 
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total  of  $172,269.17  according  to  their  report.  Their  programs  include  Fuel 
Assistance,  Weatherization,  WIC  (Women,  Infants  &  Children),  Senior 
Community  Employment,  Family  Planning,  CAP  Transportation,  Senior 
Companion,  Head  Start,  Neighbor  Helping  Neighbor,  USDA  Food,  Soup 
Kitchen  and  Food  Pantries.  In  1998,  Boscawen  appropriated  $4,374  to 
CAP  toward  their  programs. 

Please  continue  to  let  us  know  of  any  needy  family  in  our  Town  - 
especially  the  older  people  who  are  reluctant  to  ask  for  help  for 
themselves.  We  don't  want  anyone  to  go  without  shelter,  heat,  food  or 
medical  care. 

The  'Toys  for  Tots"  Program  sponsored  by  the  Boscawen  Police 
Department  made  many  families  happy  this  Christmas.  More  than  79 
children  received  gifts  of  toys  and  clothing  from  "Santa"  at  Christmas  time. 
Many  Boscawen  families,  the  Church,  and  clubs  donated  money  to  this 
program. 

The  Salvation  Army  helps  families  all  year  long  as  well  as  at  Christmas 
time. 

We  cannot  finish  this  report  without  saying  thanks  to  so  many  of  you  who 
helped  the  needy  all  year  long  as  well  as  at  Thanksgiving  time  and  at 
Christmas  time: 

Boscawen  Congregational  Church  and  Ladies  Aid;  the  Immaculate 
Conception  Church;  the  United  Church  of  Penacook;  Boscawen  Police 
Department  and  Ladies  Auxiliary;  Boscawen  Fire  Department  and  Ladies 
Auxiliary;  the  Boscawen  Women's  Club;  Priscilla  Chapter  OES;  the  Town 
Line  Trail  Dusters;  Visiting  Nurse  Association;  Boy  Scouts  and  Cub  Scouts; 
Steenbeke  &  Sons;  Elektrisola;  Ezekiel  Webster  Grange  -  our  Selectmen 
and  Office  Staff.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  Library  Trustees  have  had  another  busy  year.  We  were  able  to  have 
the  main  library  ceiling  scraped,  sealed,  and  painted  for  the  first  time  in 
many  years.  We  had  a  new  worktable  built  for  the  Librarian.  Two  dead 
trees  were  removed  from  the  lawn,  with  help  from  Concord  Electric 
Company,  and  we  had  the  stumps  removed.  We  received  several  lilac 
bushes  from  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation  and  have 
planted  them  to  replace  the  trees.  Six  cellar  windows  have  been  repaired, 
reglazed,  and  repainted.  The  perimeter  walls  have  been  studded  off  and 
most  of  the  insulation  is  up.  The  decrepit  front  door  at  the  branch  has  been 
rebuilt  and  rehung.  We  still  have  a  ways  to  go  on  fixing  up  both  buildings 
and  making  them  more  energy-efficient,  but  are  making  steady  progress. 
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We  conducted  a  survey  last  summer  in  an  effort  to  find  out  what 
residents  would  like  to  see  in  their  libraries  as  we  approach  the  next 
century.  The  results  indicated  that  people  want  to  see  improvements  in 
many  areas  including  hours  open,  services  offered,  and  technology.  The 
Trustees  have  visited  several  local  libraries  to  see  what  is  being  offered 
and  learned  that  we  have  fallen  behind  in  terms  of  what  services  are 
offered.  One  of  our  problems  is  space.  The  Trustees  have  appointed  a 
study  committee  to  take  a  look  at  any  possible  options  that  may  be  open  to 
us.  They  are  looking  at  both  short  and  long  term  solutions  to  these 
problems. 

We  would  like  to  thank  you  for  the  many  book  donations  made  during  the 
year.  They  really  help  us  stretch  our  book  budget.  I  would  like  to  thank  all 
of  the  volunteers  for  their  help  this  year.  I  do  not  know  how  we  could 
function  without  them.  We  hope  to  see  you  at  the  Library!

The  Trustees  have  met  as  necessary  -  not  for  several  months  or  several 
times  in  one  month. 

Mark  Sampson  repaired  45  stones  at  the  Plains  Cemetery,  with  17  more 
to  do.  Then  to  Beaver  Dam,  McClure  Burying  ground,  Elliot  and  Call 
cemeteries.  So  we  are  asking  for  $2,000  again  this  year. 

There  is  a  critical  situation  at  Pine  Grove.  Six  Balm  of  Gilliard  trees, 
planted  many  years  ago,  are  in  serious  shape.  They  are  along  the  east 
fence.  The  top  of  one  fell  on  several  lots  and  fortunately  did  no  harm.  The 
rest  must  be  removed,  limb  by  limb,  as  soon  as  possible  to  avoid 
damaging  stones.  The  estimate  is  $3,000. 

The  other  item  of  $300  is  for  miscellaneous  expense.  It  was  used  this 
year  for  gravel  at  Pine  Grove. 

A  couple  from  Florida  requested  to  place  a  SAR  marker  on  their 
Revolutionary  ancestors  grave.  Permission  granted  -  a  fitting  way  to  honor 
the  ancestor.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

The  Budget  Committee  met  with  Selectmen  in  October  1998,  when  the 
results  of  the  N.H.  Municipal  Association's  Pay  &  Classification  Study  were 
complete.  Items  reviewed  were:  classification  factors  and  plans,  wage 
schedules,  analysis  of  pay  data,  job  descriptions  and  fringe  benefits  based 
on  Boscawen  as  compared  with  ten  similar-sized  communities. 

If  we  wish  to  maintain  a  competent  staff,  fair  compensation  is  necessary. 
This  study  made  it  very^apparent  that  Boscawen  had,  for  the  most  part, 
fallen  behind  in  these  areas. 

We  met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and,  overall,  were  pleased  with  the 
results  of  our  conversations.  We  believe  we  have  an  excellent  staff;  the 
establishment  of  these  classification  and  wage  schedules  will  do  much  to 
retain  them.  The  Police  Department  salaries  were  adjusted  to  bring  them 
more  in  line  with  concerns  we  voiced  last  year  in  our  report.  We  hope  that 
by  these  actions  we  will  not  only  recruit  the  most  qualified  and  experienced 
candidates,  but,  once  hired,  keep  them  here. 

In  February  1999,  we  met  with  the  Selectmen  and  various  Department 
heads  as  they  prepared  the  1999  Budget.  Once  again,  in  our  "advisory 
capacity,"  we  heard  sensible  and  conservative  budgets,  planning  not  only 
for  1999,  but  with  long-term  projections. 

We  continue  to  support  the  establishment  and  use  of  Capital  Reserve 
Funds,  and  your  Town  Warrant  (see  pages  8  &  9)  includes  seven  such 
items.  These  proposals  are  based  on  the  belief  that  it  is  far  less  painful  to 
plan  for  high  ticket  items  in  this  manner. 

We  would  like  to  point  out  the  progress  the  Library  Trustees  are  making 
toward  expanded  offerings  and  having  the  Libraries  open  more  hours  each 
week.  This  is  but  one  step  toward  achieving  accreditation  with  the  State 
Library.  Accreditation  would  mean  added  State  services  such  as  scheduled 
visits  of  the  Bookmobile. 

We  also  are  pleased  with  the  figures  of  recycling.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
IT  PAYS  TO  RECYCLE  and  also  serves  to  protect  future  generations.  This 
year  we  recycled  25  tons  of  glass,  50  tons  of  paper,  188  tons  of  metal,  9 
tons  of  mixed  cans,  8  tons  of  cardboard,  and  1,550  gallons  of  oil,  which 
not  only  generates  some  income  and  saves  the  environment  but  saves  us 
tipping  fees! 

The  1999  operating  budget,  with  special  articles  and  landfill  closure 
excluded,  represents  an  increase  over  last  year's  budget  of  $73,725.00  or 
approximately  6%.

REPORT  OF  THE  PARKS  &  RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  registration  of  the  summer  park  program 
exceeded  100  children,  with  the  average  daily  attendance  of  58.  The  mean 
age  of  the  children  is  10  years,  4  months,  which  has  dropped  over  the  last 
three  years  from  12  years,  3  months.  More  younger  children  are  attending 
while  the  older  ones  are  finding  other  activities  to  keep  them  busy.  The 
highlight  of  the  seven-week  program  continues  to  be  the  weekly  field  trips. 

A  climb  of  Mt.  Kearsarge,  and  trips  to  the  ocean  and  state  park  lakes 
filled  the  bus  to  capacity.  Board  games,  croquet,  street  hockey,  arts  and 
crafts,  basketball,  and  tennis  are  very  popular  activities.  The  favorite  of  the 
older  campers  remains  Frisbee  golf.  Doug  Doremus  returned  as  Director 
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for  this  6"^  summer  and  was  assisted  by  4**^  year  veteran  Kristen 
Cunningham.  Student  councilors  returning  for  their  second  year  were 
Graham  White  and  Tom  Lemeris.  They  were  joined  by  newcomer  Amanda 
Jurta.  Relief  from  the  heat  and  a  place  to  swim  are  a  challenge.  We  were 
not  welcomed  at  Rolfe  Park  last  summer  ending  a  long-time  tradition  of  a 
bike  ride  and  quick  dip  in  the  pool  once  a  week.  Short  and  long  term  plans 
to  remedy  that  situation  are  being  explored. 

After  several  unsuccessful  tries  at  a  community  ice  skating  rink,  we 
finally  got  cooperation  from  the  weather  and  a  lot  of  hard  work  by 
committee  members  to  rave  reviews  of  the  ice  rink  at  the  old  elementary 
school.  The  ground  was  bulldozed  and  graded  to  level  the  area.  Plastic 
was  laid  down  and  water  supplied.  Thanks  also  to  the  Fire  Department  for 
their  assistance  in  spraying  the  ice. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Babe  Ruth  organization,  the  dugout  roofs  were 
replaced.  Significant  work  on  grading  the  outfield  and  right  field  foul 
territory  was  begun. 

The  tennis  courts  refurbishing  project  met  a  snag  as  bids  were  re- 
quested twice  but  all  bids  exceeded  the  moneys  which  had  been  allotted. 
The  appropriations  requested  were  based  on  estimates  which  were  four 
years  old.  In  trying  to  predict  inflation  and  material  cost  increases  we 
underestimated.  We  hope  to  address  this  and  complete  the  project  as  soon 
as  the  frost  has  gone  in  1999. 

The  Parks  Committee  meets  on  the  third  Monday  of  each  month  at  7:00 
PM  in  the  Selectmen's  Office.  The  public  is  invited  to  attend  and  the  meet- 
ings can  be  made  handicapped  accessible  with  24-hour  notice.  We  are 
working  on  short  term  and  long  range  goals  to  enhance  community  spirit 
and  cohesiveness  through  leisure  and  recreational  activities  and  projects.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOSCAWEN  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

What  a  difference  a  year  has  made!  The  leather  piles  have  been 
removed  from  the  entrance  area  of  your  Town  Forest.  The  collaborative 
effort  between  the  Town  of  Boscawen  (with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
devoting  their  significant  resources),  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental 
Services,  and  the  US  Environmental  Protection  Agency  has  resulted  in  an 
important  area  of  the  Forest  being  opened.  Although  the  area  was  seeded 
in  the  late  fall,  everyone  will  need  to  tread  lightly  until  more  vegetation  is 
established.  With  the  goal  of  improving  wildlife  habitat,  the  Boscawen 
Conservation  Commission  (BCC)  is  planning  to  add  trees,  shrubs,  and 
flowering  and  berry  bushes. 
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Other  Town  Forest  work  included  further  progress  on  the  forest 
management  plan  revision  and  acquisition  of  the  Pauline  Ellsworth  parcel. 
This  successful  effort  involved  cooperation  between  the  BCC,  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  Mrs.  Ellsworth.  The  BCC  would  like  to  extend  thanks  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mrs.  Ellsworth,  and  to  Dwight  Keeler  Real  Estate 
in  Concord  who  donated  discounted  services  to  help  ascertain  fair  market 
value  for  the  land.  Before  snowfall,  the  Weir  Farm  parcel  fields  were 
brush-hogged  to  help  diversify  habitat.  With  this  and  the  leather  removal, 
the  BCC  may  resume  its  plans  to  complete  the  interpretive  nature  trail. 
"Full  moon"  cross-country  ski-nights  were  organized  this  year  for 
Boscawen  citizens  and  visitors.  So  far,  participants  have  had  great  fun  on 
the  Town  Forest  trails. 

The  BCC  has  always  directed  its  activities  through  the  formation  and  use 
of  annual  workplans.  In  January  of  1998,  the  Commission  decided  that  it 
was  time  for  a  more  long-term  view  of  its  purpose  and  work.  Kate  Hartnett, 
Executive  Director  of  the  NH  Comparative  Risk  Project  and  a  member  of 
the  Deerfield  Conservation  Commission  assisted  the  BCC  through  its 
visioning  process.  The  resulting  strategic  plan  will  help  guide  the 
Commission's  activities  through  the  year  2004.  The  BCC  extends  its 
gratitude  to  Ms.  Hartnett  for  her  invaluable  and  objective  assistance. 
During  all  of  this  planning,  the  BCC  is  seeking  input  from  the  citizens  of 
Boscawen.  Commissioners  are  drafting  a  questionnaire  which  will  be 
distributed  in  an  upcoming  issue  of  the  Boscawen  Newsvine.  Please  take 
the  time  to  complete  and  return  this  brief  survey  -  your  responses  will  help 
shape  not  only  the  Boscawen  Town  Forest  but  other  important 
conservation  work  throughout  our  town. 

Last  winter,  the  Boscawen  Conservation  Commission,  in  cooperation 
with  Stephanie  Vaine  of  the  Central  NH  Regional  Planning  Commission, 
hosted  the  Boscawen  and  Canterbury  Historical  Societies  to  complete  the 
area's  Regional  Environmental  Planning  Program.  As  a  result  of  the 
passage  of  Senate  Bill  493,  regional  planning  commissions  all  over  the 
state  worked  with  conservation  commissions  and  historical  societies  to 
Inventory  significant  cultural,  historical,  and  natural  resources.  Senate  Bill 
493  established  a  commission  to  study  and  recommend  a  new  program 
that  would  fund  protection  of  the  resources  that  make  NH  unique.  Working 
with  willing,  conservation-minded  property  owners,  an  application  could  be 
made  for  funds  to  preserve  land,  historical  buildings,  or  cultural  resources 
important  to  a  community  and  its  citizens.  Thanks  to  everyone  who 
assisted  by  offering  their  local  knowledge  and  expertise  -  their  work  will 
well-position  Boscawen  when  program  resources  are  available. 

Other  activities  included  review  of  Wetland  Bureau  permits  including  field 
inspections  as  well  as  exploration  of  the  state's  scenic  roads  program.  The 
BCC  chair  continues  to  serve  at  the  state  level  as  a  Director  of  the  NH 
Association  of  Conservation  Commissions,  and  attended  an  all-day  annual 
meeting  and  workshop  in  November.  Michele  was  also  appointed  by 
Governor  Shaheen  to  represent  NH's  conservation  commissions  on  the 
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State  Rivers  Management  Advisory  Committee.  The  Commission  reviewed 
intents  to  cut  and  reports  of  wood  and  timber.  As  part  of  their  re-permitting 
process,  the  Planning  Board  requested  gravel  operation  inspections  and 
input  from  the  BCC.  The  BCC  looks  forward  to  working  together  to  form 
policy  for  new  and  renewal  permits.  The  BCC  continues  to  support  river 
quality  monitoring  efforts  by  the  Upper  Merrimack  Monitoring  Program. 
Monitoring  is  ongoing  for  conservation  easements  on  the  Jones  and 
Cummings  properties.  The  thoughtful  stewardship  by  these  landowners 
has  not  only  protected  valuable  open  space,  but  has  preserved  and 
improved  habitat  for  wildlife. 

Regular  and  alternate  membership  on  the  Commission  is  open  to  all 
town  residents.  Last  year,  by-laws  were  amended  to  create  associate 
membership.  Associate  membership  is  open  to  anyone  (including  non- 
residents) who  do  not  wish  to  commit  to  full  membership  on  the  BCC  but 
wishes  a  more  formalized  affiliation.  Associate  members  may  attend 
meetings  and  serve  on  sub-committees  but  cannot  vote  at  commission 
meetings.  There  is  currently  an  opening  for  a  regular  member  of  the 
Commission  as  well  as  alternate  positions. 

The  Boscawen  Conservation  Commission  meets  the  4th  Thursday  of 
each  month  at  7:00  pm  in  the  Planning  &  Zoning  building  behind  the 
church.  The  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  all  are  welcome  to  attend. 
Each  month  a  different  member  of  the  BCC  writes  an  article  featuring 
different  activities  of  the  Commission  and  other  natural  resource  issues  for 
the  "Conservation  Corner"  column  in  the  Boscawen  Newsvine.  Volunteers 
are  always  needed  to  help  with  trail  work  and  other  activities.  As  always, 
the  Boscawen  Conservation  Commission  thanks  the  citizens  of  Boscawen 
for  their  support.  Your  ideas  and  feedback  are  welcomed  and  encouraged.

Schneider,  and  Sadie  LaCroix,  Executive  Committee;  Janet  Moore, 
Woman's  Club  Rep;  and  Gail  Devoid,  Marie  Cummings,  Rhoda  Bergeron, 
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and  Donna  Judd,  Members  at  Large,  and  they  published  a  booklet  which 
told  many  town  things  for  which  we  are  thankful. 

Early  in  August,  red,  white  and  blue  bunting  appeared  all  over  town  in 
preparation  for  Old  Home  Week.  Folk  started  celebrating  Aug.  15  when 
they  gathered  for  an  Old  Fashioned  Ham  &  Bean  Supper  followed  by  a 
collection  of  readings  highlighted  by  Boscawen  Native  Rebecca  (Barker) 
Rule  essay  "A  Day  at  the  Dump."

REPORT  OF  PENACOOK  RESCUE  SQUAD 

The  year-end  statistics  for  the  Penacook  Rescue  Squad  were  as  follows:

The  Penacook  Rescue  Squad  completed  its  first  full  year  with  full  time 
medical  staff  on  duty  at  the  rescue  building  from  6:00  AM  to  5:00  PM,  five 
days  per  week.  Our  diligent  volunteers  cover  nights  and  weekends.  We 
currently  have  29  Active  Members  who  include  3  EMT  Paramedics,  4  EMT 
Intermediates,  15  EMT  Basics,  and  1  First  Responder.  Two  of  our 
members  are  enrolled  in  an  Intermediate  level  course  and  several  are 
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working  toward  their  Paramedic  level.  We  try  to  schedule  a  paramedic  for 
all  daytime  periods. 

PRS  covered  356  calls  last  year  plus  9  mutual  aid  responses  to 
surrounding  towns.  We  transported  almost  40  children  last  year,  which 
helps  us  apply  for  grants  from  the  Thornton  Fund.  Residents  of  Boscawen 
now  have  access  to  2  "CPR  In-Home  learning"  packages  available  at  the 
Library  Branch  next  to  the  Rescue  Building  on  Oak  Street  through  that 
fund.  We  encourage  you  to  borrow  one  of  the  packages  and  partake  of  a 
learning  experience  that  will  benefit  all  members  of  the  family  and  possibly 
save  the  life  of  dear  family  member! 

We  manned  the  First  Aid  Station  at  Hopkinton  State  Fair  for  our  second 
year  and  consider  this  one  of  our  main  "fund  raisers".  Folks  who  are 
interested  in  joining  the  squad  are  encouraged  to  stop  by  during  the  day 
and  visit  with  the  staff.  EMT  classes  are  held  frequently  at  the  station  for 
members,  neighborhood  fire  departments  or  interested  townspeople. 

From  a  budgeting  point  of  view,  we  receive  about  52%  of  our  income 
from  patient  billing,  39%  from  Town  appropriations  (Boscawen  together 
with  Canterbury)  and  9%  from  fund  raising,  donations,  interest  and  other 
miscellaneous  income.  We  are  very  dependent  upon  the  Town  portion  of 
our  income  because  of  our  collection  rate  experience  with  patient  billing. 
To  date  we  are  experiencing  about  a  65%  collection  rate  in  total;  this 
means  that  we  collect  only  $65  of  every  $100  billed. 

In  the  future  we  will  be  attempting  to  further  increase  our  value  to  the 
public  by  paying  volunteers  to  be  on  call  when  the  full  time  people  are  off 
duty:  to  wit,  between  5  p.m.  and  6  a.m.  Monday  through  Friday  and  24 
hours  Saturday  and  Sunday.  We  should  be  able  to  do  this  within  the 
framework  of  the  existing  budget. 

The  PRS  has  been  an  all-volunteer  organization  for  many  years  and  has 
had  some  difficulty  adjusting  to  full  time  employment  status  and  full  time 
employees  interacting  with  volunteers.  We  are  keenly  aware  of  this  and 
will  continue  to  monitor  and  improve  our  efforts  to  serve  the  town. 

We  thank  the  town  for  their  continued  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOSCAWEN  ACADEMY  TRUSTEES 

The  Trustees  of  the  Boscawen  Academy  last  met  on  Friday,  February 
10,  1998,  at  the  home  of  Frances  Rostron  for  their  annual  meeting.  During 
this  meeting,  the  incumbent  officers  were  elected  for  the  coming  year. 

The  assets  of  the  Boscawen  Academy  consist  of  the  Trust  Fund  and  the 
Academy  lot. 

The  Academy's  Trust  Fund  consists  of  a  certificate  of  deposit  with  a 
principle  balance  of  $4,000.  The  principle  was  re-invested  in  May  (1997)  in 
a  two  year  certificate  of  deposit  at  Fleet  Bank,  earning  5.7%.  The  Trustees 
voted  to  withdraw  the  accrued  interest  the  Spring  of  1998  and  to  present  it 
to  the  Boscawen  Historical  Society  for  building  restoration. 

The  status  of  the  Academy  lot  (a  six  to  seven  acre  parcel  located  on  the 
back  of  Choate  Hill)  was  discussed.  The  Trustees  continue  to  explore 
options  for  this  property. 

This  summarizes  the  business  conducted  by  the  Academy  Trustees 
during  the  past  year. 

The  1999  annual  meeting  of  the  Academy  Trustees  has  yet  to  be 
scheduled,  so  at  present  the  existing  slate  of  officers  stands. 

This  report  is  presented  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen, 
February  8,  1999,  by  the  Boscawen  Academy  Trustees  in  accordance  to 
New  Hampshire  House  Bill  number  21  (approved  March  29,  1971).

Established  in  accordance  with  state  law,  Central  New  Hampshire 
Regional  Planning  Commission  (CNHRPC)  is  a  voluntary  association  of  20 
towns  in  Merrimack  and  Hillsborough  Counties  and  the  City  of  Concord. 
The  Town  of  Boscawen  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission's  mission  is  to  improve,  through  education,  training, 
and  planning  assistance,  the  ability  of  the  municipalities  of  the  region  to 
prepare  and  implement  municipal  plans;  to  prepare  a  plan  for  effective  and 
appropriate  development  and  utilization  of  the  resources  of  the  region;  and 
to  assist  municipalities  in  carrying  out  the  regional  plan. 

The  Commission  provides  a  variety  of  planning  sen/ices,  including 
telephone  consultations  on  planning  issues;  planning  research;  sample 
ordinances,  regulations,  and  planning  documents;  models;  data  and 
access  to  data  sources;  grant  information;  review  and  comment  on 
planning  documents;  development  review;  and  educational  programs. 
Membership  also  entitles  a  community  to  affordable  master  planning 
assistance,  GIS  mapping,  and  grant  preparation.  During  1998,  our  services 
in  Boscawen  included: 

Following  up  on  telecommunications  and  zoning  changes;  Provided 
assistance  on  zoning  amendment  update  procedures,  provided 
telecommunications  ordinance  on  disk;  Provided  sample  warrant  article 
language;  By  request,  provided  extensive  assistance  to  the  Historic  District 
Commission  on  the  establishment  of  an  Historic  District;  Provided  copies  of 
site  plan  checklists  and  minor/major  site  plan  review  regulations;  Prepared 
a  complete  revision  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen  Zoning  Ordinance  and  met 
with  representatives  of  the  Planning  Board  regarding  various  issues;  Met 
with  Planning  Board  Chair  to  discuss  proper  planning  board  procedures  on 
applications  for  subdivision  and  site  plan  review;  Updated  and  reformatted 
Zoning  Ordinance;  Reviewed  RSA's  on  manufactured  housing;  Revised 
Historic  District  Zone  and  plotted  and  delivered  final  maps  to  the  Town 
Office  for  use  at  a  Planning  Board  meeting;  Provided  copies  of  tax  map 
#183D. 

During  1998,  the  Regional  Planning  Commission: 

♦  Continued  to  make  substantial  progress  on  on-going  activities 
associated  with  the  Regional  Transportation  Plan.  Inclusion  of  a  project 
in  the  regional  Transportation  Improvement  Plan  (TIP)  is  a  requirement 
for  Federal  and/or  State  Highway  assistance; 

♦  Initiated  a  Natural  Resources  Planning  program  which  includes 
assistance  with  river  corridor  planning  and  an  environmental  planning 
program  focusing  on  identification  of  natural,  cultural  and  historical 
resources  of  the  community  and  region.  As  part  of  this  effort,  the 
Commission  sponsored  several  workshops  and  conferences. 
Information  will  be  used  by  the  NH  Heritage  Commission; 
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♦  Participated  in  the  review  of  several  proposals  classified  as  a 
"development  of  regional  impact"  and  provided  comments  on  the 
proposals; 

♦  Coordinated  with  FEMA  and  the  NH  Office  of  Emergency  Management 
regarding  the  requirements  of  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program; 

♦  Assisted  community  representatives  with  implementing  management 
plans  for  the  Contoocook  and  Merrimack  Rivers; 

♦  Presented  and  sponsored  educational  programs  on  economic 
development; 

♦  Distributed  informational  newsbriefs  and  announcements  on  current 
planning  topics; 

♦  Distributed  the  zoning  amendment  calendar  to  assist  Towns  with  the 
amendment  process; 

♦  Conducted  about  100  traffic  counts  on  state  and  local  highways; 

♦  Created  a  new  informational  brochure  about  CNHRPC  and  its 
services;  and 

♦  Enhanced  its  Geographic  Information  System  program  to  better  serve 
the  needs  of  member  Towns.

CONCORD  REGIONAL  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  continues  to  offer  three 
major  health  services  to  the  residents  of  Boscawen:  Home  Care,  Hospice 
and  Community  Health  Services. 

Home  Care  sen/ices  respond  to  the  health  care  needs  of  those  patients 
with  acute  or  chronic  illnesses  that  require  skilled  professional  and  para- 
professional  care  so  they  may  return  to  or  remain  in  their  homes. 
Emphasis  is  on  promoting  independence  and  maximum  functioning  of  the 
patient  within  the  least  restrictive  setting. 

Hospice  services  provide  professional  and  para-professional  services  to 
the  terminally  ill  patient  with  a  limited  life  expectancy.  The  goal  is  to 
enhance  the  quality  of  the  patient's  remaining  life  by  helping  him/her 
remain  at  home  in  comfort  and  dignity.  Emphasis  is  on  pain  and  symptom 
management  and  skilled  intervention  to  meet  the  patient's  special  physical, 
emotional  and  spiritual  needs. 

In  April  of  1994  Hospice  expanded  its  sen/ices  to  provide  residential  care 
with  the  opening  of  New  Hampshire's  first  Hospice  House.  To  date,  this 
house  has  provided  a  home  to  approximately  400  terminally  ill  residents. 

Community  Health  services  include  health  education,  health 
maintenance  and  preventive  health  services.  The  program  includes 
preventive  care,  adult  and  senior  health,  child  health,  Baby's  First 
Homecoming,  immunizations  for  all  ages,  school  linked  clinics,  parent 
education  and  support,  health  education,  nutritional  counseling. 
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Community  Health  includes  health  promotion  services  which  focus  on  the 
low  and  marginal  income  families  and  individuals  to  prevent  illness  by 
professional  assessment  and  screening  for  health  risks  and  needs,  by 
early  intervention  to  prevent,  eliminate,  or  minimize  the  impact  of  illness 
and/or  disability,  and  by  anticipatory  guidance  and  health  teaching. 
Emphasis  is  on  promoting  healthy  children,  families  and  individuals 
through  early  intervention  and  health  teaching.  Services  rendered  in  the 
clinic  setting  are:  child  health,  adult  screening,  and  immunizations.  Home 
visits  are  made  in  crisis  situations  or  when  needed  health  care  cannot  be 
given  in  the  clinic.  Senior  health  services  are  provided  at  congregate 
housing  sites. 

Professional  and  para-professional  hourly  home  services  are  provided  on 
a  private  fee-for-service  basis.  Health  education  and  instruction  are  part  of 
each  home  visit  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Boscawen  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facility, 
pastor,  friend  or  neighbor.  All  requests  are  answered,  but  continuing  home 
care  will  only  be  provided  with  a  physician's  order. 

A  call  to  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  (224-4093)  is  all 
that  is  necessary  to  start  sen/ices  or  make  inquiries.  The  CRVNA  office  is 
open  Monday  through  Friday  form  7:30  AM  to  5:00  PM.  A  nurse  is  on  call 
for  hospice  and  home  care  patients:  (224-4093)  4:30  PM  to  7:30  AM  daily. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.  Fees  are 
scaled  for  the  individual  without  health  insurance  and/or  who  is  unable  to 
pay  the  full  charge.  However,  to  fee  scale,  federal  regulations  require  a 
financial  statement  be  completed  by  the  patient  or  responsible  person. 
Town  monies  subsidize  those  visits  that  are  scaled  or  that  no  fee  is 
collectible. 

The  agency  is  certified  as  a  Medicare/Medicaid  Provider,  licensed  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  accredited  by  the  Joint  Commission  on 
Accreditation  of  Healthcare  Organizations  (JCAHO)  and  is  a  member 
agency  of  the  United  Way  of  Merrimack  County.

UPPER  MERRIMACK  RIVER  LOCAL  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

With  the  10-year  anniversary  of  the  Upper  Merrimack  River  Local 
Advisory  Committee  (UMRLAC)  approaching,  the  committee  reviewed  its 
past  work,  looked  to  the  future,  and  completed  and  approved  a  new  5-year 
strategic  plan.  The  plan  outlines  UMRLAC's  mission  and  goals  in  the  areas 
of  committee  development,  education,  partnerships,  fundraising, 
recreation,  and  media  and  outreach  projects.  The  ambitious  plan  is  flexibly 
structured  to  facilitate  the  creation  each  year  of  annual  work  plans.  Interest 
has  been  expressed  by  the  City  of  Concord  to  include  goals  and  actions 
from  the  UMRLAC's  River  Management  and  Implementation  Plan  in  their 
open  space  plan.  The  committee  extends  its  gratitude  to  Kerrie  Diers  and 
Stephanie  Vaine  from  the  Central  NH  Regional  Planning  Commission  for 
their  planning  assistance.  The  UMRLAC  has  also  signed  on  its  support  to 
the  work  of  the  Citizens  for  Land  &  Community  Heritage,  who  is  building 
support  for  a  new  state-funded  preservation  program  for  land  and  cultural 
and  historical  resources. 

As  part  of  its  state-established  duties  under  RSA  483:8-a,  the  UMRLAC 
reviewed  and  commented  on  several  river-related  proposals  including 
wetlands  applications  for  the  1-93  Exit  16  ramp  renovation  and  the  Energy 
North  coal  tar  dump  in  Concord,  a  boat  ramp  project  in  Franklin,  2  site 
specific  applications  in  Bow,  and  a  waste  removal/wetlands  project  at  the 
Merrimack  County  Farm  in  Boscawen. 

The  popular  Upper  Merrimack  Monitoring  Program  continues  to  expand 
its  scope  and  partnerships.  Philip  Bryce,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Forests 
and  Lands,  NH  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development, 
was  invited  to  participate  in  the  program.  Director  Bryce  along  with 
Douglas  Miner,  District  Forest  Ranger,  learned  about  the  program  and 
worked  with  Michele  Tremblay  and  Stephen  Landry  to  collect  and  preserve 
benthic  macroinvertebrates  at  the  Merrimack  River  State  Forest  site. 
During  the  summer,  the  "Adopt-a-River  Site"  Program  was  introduced  to 
involve  more  corporations  and  groups  in  water  quality  monitoring  in  the 
upper  Merrimack  River  watershed.  Aries  Engineering,  Franklin  Savings 
Bank,  and  Franklin  Waste  Treatment  Facility  have  each  adopted  sites. 
Negotiations  are  in  process  with  several  area  corporations  to  sponsor  the 
remaining  sites.  Sponsors  not  only  provide  financial  support  but  many  have 
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offered  their  volunteer  time  by  collecting  water  samples  and  assisting  with 
the  biomonitoring  component  of  the  program.  This  winter,  volunteers  from 
all  over  the  region  will  be  participating  in  the  program's  4^^  annual  "Bug 
Nights".  During  these  well-publicized  events,  volunteers  receive  free 
instruction  and  perform  hands-on  biomonitoring  work.  The  UMRLAC  was 
awarded  a  grant  by  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services  to 
analyze  its  water  quality  data,  generate  a  3-year  report,  create  an 
identification  key  for  volunteers,  produce  a  brochure  and  newsletter,  and 
organize  a  data-presentation/volunteer  recognition  event  on  the  river.  Work 
on  these  projects  should  be  completed  in  the  fall.  For  further  information 
about  the  Upper  Merrimack  Monitoring  Program,  contact  the  UMRl_AC 
chair  or  visit  their  website  at  www.state.nh.us/des/upperme1.htm. 

Committee  members  gave  presentations  to  community  leaders  from 
Franklin  to  Bow  on  the  UMRLAC's  work.  The  UMRLAC  is  grateful  to  the 
cities  and  towns  along  the  upper  Merrimack  River  that  have  provided 
financial  and  in-king  support.  UMRLAC  provided  assistance  to  high  school 
and  college  students  studying  the  Merrimack  River  and  its  watershed. 
Steve  Landry  worked  with  students  at  the  Three  Rivers  School  in 
Pembroke  who  learned  about  river  ecology  and  biomonitoring. 
Presentations  to  academic  and  peer  groups  were  also  conducted  by  the 
chair  at  the  University  of  NH-hosted  "Our  New  England  Waters" 
conference  and  the  Rivers  Management  &  Protection  Program/Volunteer 
Rivers  Assessment/Volunteer  Environmental  Monitoring  Conference.  The 
chair  presented  "Planning  for  Implementation"  and  co-presented  "Bugs:  Up 
Close  and  Personal"  with  Geoff  Dates,  Science  Coordinator,  River  Watch 
Network,  a  national  nonprofit  organization  based  in  Vermont. 

Successful  legislation  was  spearheaded  by  the  UMLRAC  this  year  in  the 
legislative  arena.  Although  ponds,  lakes,  and  other  major  rivers  were 
included  in  the  Comprehensive  Shoreland  Protection  Act,  several  rivers 
(those  nominated  into  the  Rivers  Management  &  Protection  Program  prior 
to  1/1/93),  including  the  upper  Merrimack  were  excluded  from  the  Act.  The 
result  was  that  these  rivers,  recognized  for  their  unique  qualities  and 
community  value  were  unprotected.  Towns  and  cities  were  left  to  work 
through  the  resulting  inconsistency  and  asked  to  allocate  their  own 
resources  to  create  and  enforce  management  programs.  The  UMRLAC 
brought  together  committees  representing  the  Contoocook  &  North  Branch, 
Lamprey,  lower  Merrimack,  and  Swift  Rivers  and  coordinated  legislative 
efforts  to  successfully  pass  Senate  Bill  493.  These  rivers  and  their  towns 
and  cities  now  enjoy  the  benefits  of  shoreland  protection.  UMRLAC 
expresses  its  gratitude  to  prime  sponsor  Senator  Rick  Russman;  and  co- 
sponsors  Senators  Larsen,  Wheeler,  and  Pignatelli,  and  Representatives 
Merrill  and  Merritt. 

The  Upper  Merrimack  River  Local  Advisory  Committee  held  its  annual 
meeting  in  October  and  elected  the  following  slate  of  officers:  Michele  L. 
Tremblay  (Boscawen),  Chair;  Stephen  Landry  (Boscawen),  Vice  Chair; 
Susan   Paschell   (Bow),   Secretary;   and   Stephen   Robinson   (Concord), 
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Treasurer.  The  committee  recognizes  Ann  Clement  (Canterbury)  and  Eric 
Anderson  (Bow)  who  resigned  during  1998.  The  chair  extends  her 
gratitude  to  all  of  the  members  of  UMRLAC  who  have  provided  their 
collective  ideas,  energy,  and  commitment  to  preserving  and  protecting  the 
upper  Merrimack  River  and  its  watershed. 

The  Upper  Merrimack  River  Local  Advisory  Committee  meetings  are  held 
on  a  rotating  basis  in  each  of  the  six  represented  communities.  The 
committee  meets  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  at  7:00  PM.  For 
meeting  schedules,  locations,  and  further  information,  contact  Michele 
Tremblay,  Chair,  at  796-2615,  email  at  mtrembla@tds.net  or  your  local 
representatives  listed  above.

UNH  Cooperative  Extension  provides  Merrimack  County  residents  with 
research-based  education  and  practical  infornnation,  enhancing  their  ability 
to  make  informed  decisions  that  strengthen  youth,  families  and 
communities,  sustain  natural  resources,  forests,  wildlife  and  agriculture, 
and  improve  the  economy. 

Because  of  our  partnership  with  Merrimack  County,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  and  the  Federal  Government,  we  go  by  the  special  name  of 
UNH  Cooperative  Extension.  In  every  Merrimack  County  community  this 
partnership  is  at  work,  increasing  economic  development,  enhancing  the 
environment  and  developing  human  potential. 

Merrimack  County  residents  also  benefit  from  statewide  Extension 
programming.  Among  these  many  local  and  state  efforts  are  monitoring 
water  quality  in  our  lakes  and  rivers,  reducing  the  use  of  pesticides, 
parenting  programs,  4-H  and  youth  development  programs,  land  use 
management,  food  safety,  forest  stewardship,  family  finances,  meeting  the 
needs  of  low  income  families,  strengthening  our  communities,  developing  a 
strong  volunteer  base  through  our  local  Advisory  Council,  Master 
Gardeners,  Family  Focus  parenting  volunteers  and  4-H  leaders,  and 
providing  research-based  information  to  citizens. 

A  major  statewide  Extension  initiative,  Strengthening  New  Hampshire 
Communities,  has  impacted  Merrimack  County.  County  staff  has  worked 
with  many  communities  in  a  variety  of  ways.  Community  Profiles  have 
been  held  in  Henniker,  Loudon  and  Pittsfield  within  the  past  two  years. 
This  community  event  helps  community  members  create  a  vision  about 
what  they  want  their  community  to  be  like  and  then  helps  form  action 
groups  to  work  toward  their  goals.  Follow  up  support  is  available  from  UNH 
Cooperative  Extension  staff.  If  this  community  process  might  be  of  interest 
to  your  community,  contact  the  Merrimack  County  office  for  more 
information. 

Other  community  efforts  include  after-school  programs,  teen  assessment 
projects,  land  use  management  planning,  wellness  teams,  town  office 
visits,  master  gardeners,  working  with  schools  on  maintenance  of 
landscaped  areas,  and  providing  updated  Extension  publication  notebooks 
to  all  town  libraries.  A  family  resource  center  and  after-school  project  in 
Boscawen  sees  staff  working  with  the  community. 

The  staff  in  Merrimack  County  includes  these  Extension  educators: 
Judith  Bush,  Debbie  Cheever,  Nancy  Evans,  Tim  Fleury,  Kathleen 
Jaworski,  Debbie  Luppold,  John  Porter,  David  Seavey,  Marilyn  Sullivan 
and  three  support  staff.  Educators  reach  approximately  1.5  out  of  every 
four  families  in  the  county.
